COMING RIGHT HOME 


Detailed Instructions Are 


Sent to Postmasters of 


Country. 


Washington, Got 5.—Detailed In- 


structions to postmasters on the in- 
creased letter mail rates which be- 
come effective Nov. 22 under the terms 
of the war tax hill were issued today 
by Postmaster General BurlMion. They 
do not apply to most of the foreign 
countries, which are fixed by Interna- 
tional treaties, but they do apply to 
all domestic mall and under that classi- 
fication Is Included mail to Canada, 
Mexico, Cuba, Panama, the United 
Postal agency at Shanghai and all per- 
sons in the military service In Europe.

"Postmasters shall, on and after 


Nov.

ed, including those for delivery by

IS GERMANY TRYING TO 
WIPE OUT FRENCH RACE 
BY PRACTICING CRUELTY

The horrible German atrocities upon 


French war prisoners, and the anxiety 
vith -which France is looking to the 
United States, are vividly portrayed in 
a letter to Prof. Francesco Ventresca, 


translator in the war department, 


rom Prof. Henri Chomard, who In 
lappier days -was an Instructor in the 
liycee of Bourgen-Bresse, near the 
Jura mountains. Chomard and Ven- 
;resea in early manhood taught in 
German schools together and so knew 
German thoroughly. 


For three years Chomard has been 


chief French censor at Pontarller, one 
of the most important frontier posts; 
all mail between France and Switzer- 
land has gone through his hands. 


Chomard has had many opportuni- 


ties to get news of what Germany is 
doing to Frenchmen' in its power 
Summing up he says: 


After having indicated that it knew when

Tens of thousands of French ' 
soldiers in Germany have already died. 
The others will be returned all broken 
up and worn out. 


'According to a German official re- 


port, published a year ago, 10,000 of 
our soldiers were then filling the in- 
sane asylums of Germany. 


"Under all sorts of pretexts they 


are inflicting terrible reprisals.

year they sent 
20,000 to Russian 


Poland. This year they sent 25,000 to 
the French front, where they were ex- 
posed to tho fire from our guns. They 
were packed in barracks too small to 
afford comfort, and had no flro.

25,000, nearly 7,000 were

"The Germans practice their re 


prisals especially upon officers and in 
tellectuals. 
Tho French prisoners 


working in German mines during the 
ast two years, are ruined for life. 


"Germany acts in this manner be- 


cause she has more French prisoners 
than we have German. At flrst she 
treated the English prisoners worse 
:han ours, but now that England has 
more German prisoners than Germany 
las English, our accursed enemy has 
changed tactics. 
The allies should 


be united on the treatment of prison- 
ers of war as they are on military 
operations. 


"It is a question of the future of 


our race which Germany seems to 
•want to annihilate." 


In another passage Prof. Chomard 


reveals how much the winning of the 
fight for democracy depends upon the 
United States: 


"I do not doubt tho intensity of tho 


effort in tho United States, but what is 
now needed most is speed. During 
the first two years economic conditions

Peculiar Phase of German 


Loan to Greece Brought 


to Light. 


Athens, Oct. 5.—(Correspondence 


of The Associated Press.)—The Ger- ; 
man advance og $20,000,000 to the re- 
cent government of King Constantlne, 
was a financial transaction quite out j 
of the ordinary, as now developed un- [ 
der the fierce scrutiny of the Veni- 
zelos government which displaced the 
Constantino regime. 


As summed up by M. Venizelos him- 


self, 
the 
peculiar features were: 


While a huge sum was involved, yet 
no real money passed from Berlin to 
Athens, as it was all a credit trans- 
action to be settled "after the war.1 
Also, although 
no money passed, 


Greece finds itself obligated for this j 
$20,000,000, and is paying interest on ' 
it at C per cent. Finally, as stated by . 
Venizelos, the depreciation of the Ger- j 
man mark was such that of the $20,- 
000,000 only ?12,000,000 was realized, 
making a net loss of $8,000,000. 


The German advance was made ' 


about a year ago, at tho time the Con- ; 
stantine ministry needed funds to pay 
the army which had been mobilized. 
For some reason, however, it was de- 
cided to make it a secret transaction, 
and not inscribe it in the budget or 
report it to parliament along with 
other loans. This was about tho time 
the entente allies presented an ulti- 
matum demanding the demobilization 
of tho Greek army, which .probably 
accounts for the loan being kept se- 
cret. 
In laying before parllanment de- 


tails of the affair, M. Venizelos said 
that Germany had in effect said: 
"In 


these critical times, we cannot ad- 
vance actual money. But you can or- 
der your government bank to print 
$20,000,000 of bank notes, and we will 
order our bank to opan a credit for 
$20,000,000, payable not today but at 
tho end of the war." 


This was actually carried out, Mr. 


Venizelos explained, tho printing pro- 
cess at Athens turning out the $20,- 
000,000 in bills, based on the Berlin 
deposit, but without any transfer of 
money.

The bill also place-s • 
a revenue, of half the manufacturer's j 
tax, on. all the stipulated goods which | 
may be on the "floor" of wholesale and j 
job houses. 


Instructions to Officers. 


Instructions to local revenue officers 


reads that the following taxes are on 
articles fold by manufacturers, pro- 
ducers and importers: 


(a) 
Upon all automobiles, auto- 


mobile trucks, automobile wagons 
and motorcycles a tax equivalent to 
three per cent of the price for which 
so sold; 


ib) Upon all piano players, graph- 


ophones, phonographs, talking ma- 
chines and records used in connec- 
tion with any musical instrument, 
piano player, graphophone, phono- 
graph, or talking machine, a tax 
equivalent to 3 per cent of the price 
for which so sold;

Upon all moving picture 


films (which have not been exposed) 
a tax equivalent to one-fourth of one 
per cent per linear foot;

picture films -(containing a picture 
ready for projection) sold or leased 
by the manufacturer, producer or 
importer a tax equivalent to one- 
half of one per cent per linear foot;

Upon any article commonly 


or commercially known as jewelry 
whether real or imitation, a tax j 
equivalent to 3 per cent of the price 
for which so sold;

(f) Upon all tennis rackets, golf 


clubs, baseball bats, lacrosse sticks, 
balls of all kinds, including baseballs, I 
footballs, tennis, golf, lacrosse, billiard 
and pool balls, fishing rods and reels,

checker boards, and pieces, dice, games 
and parts of games, except playing 
cards and children's toys and games, a 
tax equivalent to 3 per cent of the price 
for which so sold.

tracts, toilet waters, cosmetics, petro- 
leum jellies, hair oils, pomades, hair 
dressings, hair restoratives, hair dyes, 
tooth and mouth washes, detifrices,

We got this stult by the barrel every 


day. When we reached Petrograd 
came along in carload lots. Not only 
business had gone to the dogs, bu 
look at society! There was something 
to make you weep, indeed. Why, the 
very best people, the wealthiest ant 
the most distinguished were now of 
no more account than the dirt under 
your feet. It was true, as we should 
discover for ourselves so soon as we' 
began to go about. 
The better ele- 


ment was 'completely set aside and 
Rag-tag and Bob-tail ruled. 


The other day Princess Kaflum- 


mlxoff, whom everybody in Petrograd 
society simply adores, was insulted 
in the street. Yes sir, insulted; peo- 
ple told her she belonged to bourge- 
oise and had no business to be riding 
in a carriage. 
Yes, anarchy was uni- 


versal, soldiers wouldn't obey their 
officers and there was not a chance 
anywhere unless a Napoleon should 
come along and turn loose the grape- 
shot. 
That was what these people 


needed; grapeshot and plenty of it, 
b1 George, sir. 


But before we had reached this 


stage in our excursion Gloomy G.us 
had ceased to have much effect upoi 
us because we had begun to get his 
number. 


At a certain big city where one of 


these messengers came to bear us sad 
tidings of great woe. Jim Duncan took 
up his tyepwritten jeremaid and read 
it with great CAre. 
When he was 


through he turned to the American 
and said: 


"Your business is selling sewing 


machines, isn't it?" 


Gus said it was. 
"And the substance of all this, 


when you come to sift it down, is that 
everything has gone to the bad be- 
cause you can't sell sewing machines 
as you used to sell them- So then you 
think that all the world centers on 
your ability to sell sewing machines. 
Let me tell you something. 
Mankind 


has something more important to do in 
these days than to sell sewing ma- 
chines or buy them.

here was no more sqciety in Russia 
and she Just doted upon society, 


Of course a financier can see noth- 


ng but trouble in the Russian situ- 
ation. He and his kind for the first 
time have nothing to say about the 
government. 
Of course a business 


man that circulates only in the nar- 
rowly-limited circles of his class is 
ready to believe ^hat nothing but dis- 
aster can happen. He and his class 
are on tho shelf in Russia. Of cours* 
the foreign colony In Petrograd de- 
spairs of tho situation. There is no 
court now to prance about in and what 
in any country without a court? 


And, 
of course, any person, whose 


observation Is limited to these walks 
of life will reflect the disappointment 
around him. 


But that isn't Russia. 
Not one of the dismal prophecies 


poured into our ears from tha time we 
dropped anchor at Vladivostock, until 
we raised it again ten weeks later, 
was ever verified. Not one proved to 
bo anything but hot air. Possibly the 
arlstrocrats and near aristocrats have 
earned since then a better, grip upon 
the art of reading the mind of the peo- 
ple of Russia, but I have yet to be 
shown that they have. 


Anyway, a mighty good thing for 


us to remind ourselves of about three 
times a day Is what it would mean for 
the United States of.America if Rus- 
sia should collapse and thst the surest 
way to make it collapse is to convince 
it that we have no sympathy with its 
troubles. 
After which the mournful 


ministrations of Gloomy Gus.will tak« 
on a very different aspect.

Story of Women Who Live in 


What Has Become Worse 


Than Hell.

Rotherdam. Eng., Oct. 5.—"Nellie 


wouldn't Klve in to the soldiers. She 
wanted to keep straight. 
So they 


sent hci- off north for six months, and 
when she came back her three babies 
were gone. Lost! She'll never see 
them again!" 
That Is a paragraph from an tng- 


lishworaan's thrilling story of what has 


. been happening these days along it-? 
1 crumpling front. But the grim world 


of crushing misery on the other side j 
of that wall of blood and flame has , 
been almost impenetrable.

Mrs. Alma Pruvot has just been ' 


there! And now, after two years and . 
a half of improslnment behind the Ger- ; 
man front, in the region where battles 
have lately been raging, she has made 
her way out of captivity back to the 
home of her parents in the little col- 
liery town of Rawmarsh, near here. 


The story she has just told me Is 


only one tiny human adventure out 


£ all the war's host of horrors. 
But 


t gives one of the first stirring pic- 
ures of the terrors of the women and 
children engulfed by the German in- | 
vasion in 1914 and practically dead to : 
he world since. 
I 


Mrs Pruvot, born in England, mar- , 


rled in France, settled with her hus- 
band in St. Gobatn. 
"When the war came," said Mrs. 


Pruvot today, as she lay broken in 
health on a couch in her parents- 
home, ''my husband went with the sol- 
diers. I have never heard from him. 
I was left in St. Gobain with the two 
children we had adopted. 
. "The Germans came. At first they 
took only cakes and tobacco, break- , 
ing in and threatening us with revol- | 
vera and swords. 
"Then they filled the village with' 


their wounded. They took to Germany , 
everything in our houses, except fur- j 
niture used for 
firewood! 
All our j 


food was taken, and we women were j 
set to work in the fields. AH the next | 
summer) four days a week, I was j 
marched out with other women, like 
infantry, with soldiers behind us, and 
made to dig and hoe. 


"And besides, I had eight artillery- • 


men in my house, to cook and wash 
for, and the two children to take care 
of. All our poultry and vegetables 
had been taken. Save for the Amer- 
ican relief work we would have starv- 
ed."We women were in mortal terror. 
The officers were the worst. They'd 
spend the night at the casino, and 
about two in tho morning would go 
through the streets and knock at out- 
doors, for fifteen minutes sometimes, 
asking us to let them in. 


"My 
neighbor, 
Nellie 
X 
, 


wouldn't give in to them. She was de- 
ported. When, six months later, sho 
got back to St. Gobain, her children 
had been sent off somewhere else! 
There was no record where. She has 
never found a trac of them! 


"Luckily there were big iron bars 


across my windows and door, and I 
wasn't molested. 


'But one day in mid-winter I went 


to Anizy to try to get a little meat. 
Coming back I was arrested by a sol- 
dier. 
Not having any passports, I 


was sent to jail in Fourmis. 


'Another girl and I escaped through 


tho barbed wire. We tramped through 
the snow, without any food, and halt 
clad, for two days, covering 104 miles 
to Charelrol, across 
the 
Belgian 


frontier. 


"And then I was arrested in the 


street and sent back to Fourmis! A 
soldier there took a piece of raw hide 
and boat me. You know they beat 
us across the face and chest. 
They 


just hit and hit anywhere they can! 
It was horrible. Seems like a dream, 
now. 
A nightmare! 


And then they gave me 15 days 


solitary confinement. 
A stone cell 


without anything in it at all. Every 
morning I was givon some water and a 
loaf of bread. 
That was all. 
And 


then I had three months more in 
prison! 


"When I finally got back to St. Go- 


bain, tho two children were gone. No- 
body knows where. My husband am 
children lost, and everything: in tha 
house smashed or stolen. And there 
I lived, doing washing for the German 
officers, until last January. 


"Then they began getting ready for 


their retreat. The women and chil-. 
dren wore all to be sent to Germany, 
but I found that I could b evacuated 
to France instead, through Switzer- 
land. 


•One midnight they packed hun- 


dreds of us into a train. They kept 
us 35 days in a big barracks, 20 to a 
room. A little bit of straw on the 
stone floor, to sleep on. No sanitary 
arrangements at all. 


"Finaiiy they took all our papers 


and money and sent us to Switzer- 
land."

Turkey was "made In Germany and 
suggested to the Turks by German of- 
ficials," a.nd 
where the Armenians 


made a stand against their Moslem 
oppressors it was German officers and 
German cannon that broke them up 
according to Rev. Alpheus Newel 
Andrus, senior missionary for 
the 


Congregational station at Mardln. 
Mesopotamia, who told of his exper- 
iences here today. 
The far-sighted 


Gorman, ho said, were looking for- 
ward to tho time when they expected 
to gain complete dominion In Turkey 
and they wanted to eliminate the Ar- 
menian question by getting rid of the 
Armenian race. 


"One of tho ways tho Turks went 


about it was to load Armenian men cr. 
goatskin rafts on the understanding 
that they were to be deported—and 
then they were taken out and dump- 
ed into the Tigris river and drowned,' 
ho said. 
"This was the fate of a 


least 2,600 men from the vicinity o 
Dlarbekir and its suburbs in Northern 
Mesopotamia. 
Pleasant Pastime. 


'Armed soldiers were on tho rafts 


which each carried about seventy-nv 
to a hundred victims. Kurd bofttmc 
rowed them out into deep water. The 
the soldiers would drive the Armenian 
to ona side of the rafts until the 
tilted and dumped them Into the 
river. If they tried to climb back on 
the rafts the soldiers and boatmen 
beat them and shot them until all 


soldiery to dislodge them.. In the end 
they would have prevailed but that 
German officers brought and trained 
cannon upon their stronghold and 
forced them to flee. 


"Surely such a people »hould not be 


allowed to perish. There still remain 
o£ them to be cared for 6,300 in 
Urfa and nearby. Will not the Amer- 
can people help care for them? Con- 
ditions in Mesopotamia have not been 
brought much to the public's atten- 
tion for the reason that there has not 
been anyone to report tho state of 
things there and because no report 
could get past the rigid Turkish cen- 
sorship.

Three years be- 
hind us at present, perhaps, thanks to 
your energy and organization you can 
catch up in a year. 


"It is not a question only of organ- 


ization, however. Air fighting today 
is not dependent on quantity only. 
Fifty thousand planes would be little 
better than scrap unless of tho finest 
type.

thousand half-trained 


pilots would bo of little use. 


"We are helping you in that respect. 


From our own service we have sifted 
out about eight Americans who had 
joined us as Canadians and are 
skilled in the requirements of today, 
both as to pilots and engines at least 
three times as severe as when the war 
broke out. 


"Your best engine up to now has 


been little better than an excellent mo- 
tor car engine. After the designs were 
complete, it took experienced automo- 
bile manufacturers here more than a 
year to get one of our best types of 
engine into the air.
